Such gross miscarriages t>l 
justice shake a Chinaman's faith in out 
judicial system, and he does not ofter 
air his grievances in our California 
courts. 

In these highbinder feuds that neca 
sionallv disturbs the peace of i ali- 
fortiia Chinatown it is curious t< 
notice how one *ide will avoid incritni 
nating the other. They avoid the |*v 
lice and seem determined to keep their 
squabbles out of the courts if |*>ssilfle.

As a revolutionary or- 
ganization conspiring against the gov- 
ernment of China, it has long been 
practically dead. and. while still retain- 
ing its old nomenclature and forms, it 
has ceased to plot against the emperor 
of China and has degenerated it is 
aaid into a secret society of assassins 
and blackmailers. Professing to )>e a 
benevolent association and as such in- 
corporated under the laws of the state 
of California, it is declared to V- in 
reality a self-constituted star cham- 
ber, an organized hand of villains 



refused, or when a woman has iseen 
stolen from a house of ill fame and 
her kidnapers have either refused t>> 
restore her or puy her redemption 
money and the damages claimed; or 
when one society in its blackmail- 
ing raid poaches upon another's pre- 
serves and collects money from a house 
over which it ha* no control, there fol- 
lows a little war.

The feud that raged in San 
Francisco Chinatown a few months 
ago in which several Chinamen lost 
their lives arose from a quarrel over 
the abduction of a woman from a Chi- 
natown ilen opened by one of these 
societies. 

When it is remembered that there nre 
sixteen thousand Chinamen in San 
Francisco and only about two thou- 
sand Chinawomen: that three-fourths 
are fallen women: that the price of a 
Chinawoman averages about ¥*i..%oo. 
and that the law forbid* the ini|M>rta- 
tion of Chinawomen even of the vir- 
tuous class to the I'nited States, it can 
easily be understood how jealousies, 
quarrels and bloodshed take place 
in a quarrel where the bachelors 
are so numerous and the females so 
few and of such commercial value.
